We pointed some time ago to the 
abmurdity of a soutence holding Lia 
Chwau-ki, the Grain Intendant of this 
Vicoroysity, porsonully responsible for the 
delay in arrival of the grain sent North 
through the Grand Canal; whereas the 
delay was simply due to the Government's 
own noglect of the caual and the dryness 









































of the season. The fact appears at Iast to 
have dawned on the minds of the Peking 
statesmen. The high authorities of Kiang- 
nan have memorialised on the subject, and 
the Gazette of the 29th December contains 
memorial relieving the Intendant from 
blame. 

‘The same Gazette brings to light a feature 
of Chinese law which will, we think, be 
novel to most of our readers, We all 
know that pareuts are held more or less 
responsible for the misdeeds of their 
children, on the theory that if the latter 
behave badly, they must have been badly 
brought up; but on what ground « son 
can be held legally responsible for the 
acts of his father, is a puzzle. Li Hung- 
chang, owever, reports such a case. A 
Inbourer in Chibli murdered his master 
ud the latter’s two sons, For this crime 
has executed ; his son has been 
branded and transported to the farthest 
frontier, and his wife banished to a les 
distance. 
Tho Peking Gazette of the 3ist December 
contains a very suggestive decree regarding 
an unfortunate Colonel who was presented 
in audience on the occasion of his 
nomination to the Paoking command in 
Hunan, but was found a person of auch 
ry ordinary aud inefficient stamp that 
he is ordered “back to the place from 
whence he came.”—Did the unlucky m 
fail to bribe the door-keoper, or were his 
presents insufficient, or did he kotow un 
gracefully, or what was his sin? No one 
will suppose that the keen eye of the 
Dowager Empress really detected in 
efficiency at a glance. ‘There must have 
been some horrible laches in procedure, 


















































‘The Gazette of the 1st January contains 
a curious report from the high au- 
thorities of Kwangtung, regard 
proceedings taken in the case of a 
society lately discovered in that proviuce. 
It is admitted that the objects of the 
Association were simply mutual assistance 
in case of need and common contribution 
towards the funeral expenses of any fellow- 
member. “Nevertheless, tho tendency 
the rebellion to organi 
cieties of a daugerous character has been 
so grout, thatany attempt in that direction 
must be severely punished.” So thes 
unhappy wretches are to be dealt with as 
thongh they had really been guilty of 
sedition. A Government whose fears drive 
it to such action must be weak indeed. 
Imagine the British Government treating 
as conspirators the members of a new 
Lodge of Odd Fellows. 

The Peking Gazette of the 2nd January 
contains « report from Tso Tsung-tang, of 
an unsuccessful attack on Manas, a town 
in the extreme North-west of Kaxsou, on 
the roxd between Urumtéi and Ili,—It 
may be remembered that, in September 
last, we published a translation of a memo- 
rial reporting the advance of an Im- 
perialist force on the walls of Manas, 
the garrison of which, however, succeeded 
in repelling anvaseault, ‘hat engagement 
took place in June; 80 that the present 
one (ju February) must have been anterior. 
The report, therefore, is interesting only 
as relating probably to oue of the incidents 
































on which the tales of disaster that were 
current Iaat summer, were founded,—The 
Gazette of the 15th January, however, 
reports the successful result of subsequent 
siege operations, which resulted in the 
capture of the City on the 6th November. 
Tt would seom, therefore, that the Im- 
perinlists are actively following up the 
victory which they gained at Urumtsi 

We learn from Pextne that gront a1 
faction is felt there nt the heavy snowfall 
of the 3lst December, which extended to 
great portion of the province of Chihli, 
which is hailed as giving an assurance 
of plentiful spring harvests, ‘The winter 
wheat depends wholly upon the snowfall 
for the moisture it requires, whilst the 
saturation of the soil at the same time 
proves fatal to thie locust and other grubs. 
Af development in the direction 
of ‘diplomatic intercourse” took place 
during the second week in January, when, 
in addition to Prince Kung and the 
Ministers of the Foreign Board (Tsung-li 
Yamién), some 25 or 30 of the “heads of 
departments,” including the Presidents 
and Vice-Prosidents of the Six Boards, 
the Han-lin Yiian, and the Censorate, &0., 
wout the rounds of (he Foreign Legation 
on successive days, to wish the compli- 
ments of the season in person, 

‘Phe Fouchow Herald underatands that a 
telegraph line is on the point of being 
erected at Tien Ts1x, under the direction of 
Mr, Betts, the instructor in torpedo en- 
gineering at the Arsenal. 

‘We aro glad to learn also that there has 
been a heavy full of suow in Smanzone. 
This will be good news for the unfortunate 
refugees who are now crowding into this 
province in search of the food which they 
failed to gather on their own land, and 
gives them a better prospect for next 
year, Snow is greatly depended upon in 
the North of China, both to moisten and 
fertilise the soil, aud as a check to the 
locust. ‘The Chinese have a saying to the 
effect that every iuch of snow buries the 
locust eggs 80 much the more hopelessly. 

We hear from CuixeaNG that numbe 
of people continue to arrive from the 
North of the Yangtsze, travelling appa 
ently with all their household substanc 
simply in search of food and to await the 
return of spring, when they will havo an 
opportunity of again sowing their land, 

Our AMoy correspond nds us a 
report of tho race meeting at the port, 
which appears to have been held in fine 
weather and produced good sport, 

tt factory to notice, from the 
Intestcommercial reports from KruNacHow, 
that business is improving in that port, 
‘The now sugar crup is just coming into the 
market, and new stocks of ground-nut cake 
and oil are on offer. Altogether the pros- 
pects of trade for the current year look 
bright aud promising, The pioneers of 
trade in the new port deserve credit for 
the enterprise shown by them. 

‘The Madras Mail states that the 
local Government is now spending two 
lahks a week in famine relief in the Billart 
district alone, where there are 200,000 
people dependent on Government aid. In 
Kaddapa the numbers receiving relief aro 
about 50,000. 
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THE JAPANESE POST OFFICE. 
Norwirnstanoia Mrs. Malaprop’s de- 
cided objection to comparisons, they 
are aometimes useful; and the Japanese 
Government, in the fifth Report of the 
Postmaster-General of Japan, shows us 
to what profitable uses they may some- 
times be put. Only established a few 
years, the Japanese Post Office does not 
as yet pretend to complete efficiency, 
but the story of its progress towards 
that end is interesting and instructive. 
One most satisfactory fact may be 
noticed in the several departments of 
the Japanese Government with which 
the people come in contact, aud that is 
the rendy acquiescence of the people in 
the mensures of the Government, and 
the evident desire of the latter to afford 
{cilities to the former, and to consult 
their wishes in small matters. Thus 
the Government rendily comprehends 
the advantage to its people of having 
regular postal communication, aud ex- 
presses its pleasure at the increased 
amount of correspondence, adding the 
hope that, while the department serves 
the public sa useful agent, it may 
eventually become a “source of high 
honour” to the general Government. 
It is, therefore, satisfactory to find that 
the people on their part are beginning 
to make increased use of the facili- 
ties afforded. Thus, during the year 
1875-76, the number of letters, papers, 
&e,, transmitted amounted to upwards 
of 30 millions, an increase on the 
former year of nearly 7 millions, and 
almost double that of the year before 
(1878-74.) ‘The service was, however, 
carried on at a present loss of some 
180,000 dollars, but reasons existed 
for this in tho necessity of opening 
new routes, and incrensing services 
already in operation. ‘Thus, the length 
of the mail routes at the end of the 
ear was no Jess than 33,000 miles, 
an increase of upwards of 6,000 miles 
above those in use the previous year; 
while the distance traversed by mails 
during the year was 13 millions of 
miles, an increase of about 13 % 
over the previous report. The en- 
tire expense of this service, 713,000 
dollars, can scarcely be considered as 
excessive. In future years, the present 
rate of increase in the receipts will 
doubtless supply the deficiency and 
make the institution self-supporting. 
Like all other Japanese official reports, 
the present goes into minute detail. 
The number of letters lost and stolen, 
the number of those traced, the num- 
ber of prosecutions, the number of 
letters in the Dead-letter Office, &c., 
are minutely set out, As a further 
peculiarity, we have the number of 
‘employés belonging to each social class, 
varying from 1 of the Chokusim 
rank to 65 of the 4th Togai. In all 
these matters there isan evident desire 
that everything should be above eus- 
picion, and that a service so important 
as that of the Post Office shonld openly 














display its working. ‘The report throws 
some light on the relations of the 
Japanese Government with the Mitsu 
Bishi Company, which, by a curious 
arrangement, have all been made to 
pass through the department. The 
report says that the subsidy is not 
ineladed in the account rendered of 
ordinary expenditure of the department, 
“inasmuch as it was granted for the 
purpose of affording to the business 
community aud general public, the con 
veuience and advantage of regular 
steamship communication between the 
different ports of Japan, and between 
Chiva and Japan, although the direct 
expenditares have been greatly reduced 
in consequences of the free transporta- 
jon of the mails in return for the 
said subsidy.” It seems from the re- 
port that eighteen steamers purchased 
from the National Steamship Company, 
and thirteen steamers alrendy belong- 
ing to the Post Office department, were 
made over freely to the Company. In 
addition, a loan of $810,000, to enable 
it to purchase the P.M. S.S. Co.’s 


ment. In addition to this, the Com- 
pany receives a subsidy of Yen 250,000 
per annum. Apparently such a system 
must act tothe detriment of private 
enterprise, especially when we find 
handed over to the same Company, the 
control and maintenance of the Govern. 
montal Marine School, and the exami 
nations for certificates of competency. 
Subsidies are always dangerous. Some- 
times they are necessary, sometimes 
expedient. When, however, they are 
to interfere with existing lines, they 
are in the last degree injurious. With. 
out a more intimate knowledge than 
we possess of the circumstances of the 
case, we do not know in which category 
the subsidy to the Mitsu Bishi Co. 
should be placed, but it behoves the 
Japanese to be very cautious in the use 
of an instrament which may readily be 
turned to uses hurtful to the public 
interest. 

Of great interest are the accounts 
of the working of the system of 
Money Orders and of Postal Savings’ 
Banks. These two departments have 
only bad eighteen months’ trial, but 
evidently came to fill a want. There 
were in operation at the close of the 
year 310 Money Order offices, but this 
namber, it was stated, was quite in- 
sufficient for the wants of the people. 
The office had not got well into working 
order, and a sum of no less than 
$4,300, as interest, paid to postmasters 
on sams advanced by them to carry on 
the Money Order system, seoms to point 
to a radical defect somewhere. As it 
was, nearly four millions of yen passed 
through the office, and it is remarkable 
that in a comparatively poor country: 
like Japan, the average of each order 
was twenty dollars. The Savings’ 
Bank, evidently a copy of the English 
system, bas clearly filled a want 
in the social needs of the Empire. 














Although only about 30,000 yen re- 
mained in actual deposits at the end of 


branch line, was made by the Govern-|_ 


the year, this sum was rapidly increas- 
ing. Nearly 10,000 yen were with- 
drawn daring the year, and the good 
effect of the system is best proved by 
the fact that, while the average of 
deposits was: about a dollar and 
a half, the average sum withdrawn 
by each depositor was twenty-six 
dollars—a fortune sufficient in many 
parts of the Empire to start an indi- 
vidual for life. With regard to the 
extension of the system, the Report 
remarks—For the present it is only 
expected to gradually educate the 
people to appreciate the benefits sought 
to be conferred by the system, while 
at the same time the officers are gain 
ing the experience necessary to the 
proper management of its affairs.” On 
the whole, the Japanese Government 
is showing itself alive to the first 
requirement of good government—an 
intelligent regard for the interests of 
the governed ; and we can forgive many 
blanders, when seeing the caro taken 
for the wants of the poorest of ite 
subjects, 





A JAPANESE MISSION TO ROME. 
Apropos of the Rowan coin exhibited 
by Dr. Macgowan at the recent meeting 
of the Asiatic Society, it is interesting 
to recall the incidents of a Japaneso 
ion to Rome which was despatched 
by a Prince of Sendai some 260 
years ago, before the policy of Iyemitan 
30 systematically out off the country 
from intercourse with outside nations. 
‘The circumstances of the Mission are 
not unknown to students of Oriental 
history, though they are probably not 
familiar to tho general reader; but 
fresh light has been recently thrown 
upon them, by the presentation to the 
Mikado, during his recent tour through 
the northern provinces, of a number of 
relics of the Mission, for particulars of 
which we are indehted to our new 
contemporary the Tokio Times, The 














Mission seems to bave originated with 
a Franciscan Friar named Louis Sotelo, 
who comes into prominence in con- 
nexion with one Rodrigo de Vivero, a 
former Governor of Manila, who was 
wrecked on the shores. of Japan in 
the year 1608, and, aided by the 
counsels of the Franciscan who seems 
to have been already setiled as a mis- 
sionary in the country, sought to 
establish an alliance between Spain 
and Japan. He was not successful 
at the Court of Iyeyasu with whom 
he first had relations, and appears to 
have quitted the country. -But Sotelo 
maintained the design, in pursuit of 
which he afterwards betook himself to 
the reigning Prince of the house known 
variously as Sendai, Mutsa and Osbiu, 
and whom be persuaded to enter warmly. 
into the scheme. This Prince ap-, 
pointed one of his named Hash- 
jknra Rokuyemon to represent bim 
at Spain and Rome, and supplied ‘a 
sbip in which the Envoy, accompanied 
by Sotelo, was transported to Acapulco 











towards the end of 1613! We have;

therefore the remarkable incidents not 
only of a 'Japancse mission to Rome 
at this early epoch, but the fact that 
it-made its way to Europe by way of 
America, some two centuries and a balf 
Before that route was again wade 
familiar to us by the enterprise of 
the Pacific il line of steamers. 
And the successful accomplishment of 
the voyage, which wonld have been 
well nigh impracticable in Japanese 
‘vessels of Inter type, brings incidentally 
under notice the fact that the model 
_ of ‘those days—subsequently altered 
by the Tycoon Iyomitsu, to prevent 
intercourse with foreign countries— 
closely approached the European type. 
“Little,” remarks our contemporary, 
“jg known of the methods of Japanese 
ship-building previous to the middle of 
the seventeenth century. The form 
decreed by Iyemitsn is believed to have 
been closely followed until the present 
time, Some opportunity of jadging ofthe 
old ‘style has been afforded, however, 
in recent Exhibitions at Kioto, where 
the model of an ancient war-vessel, 
preserved for centuries in one of the 
temples, has been on view, Its ap- 
pearance ‘is far’ more in accordance 
with modorn ideas than many of the 
European craft of that early date.” 
However this may be, the mission 
arrived safely at Acapulco, and 
after a ‘formal reception in the 
dity’ of Mexico, the visitors reached 
Spain in the autumn of the following 
year, Letters relating to their recep- 
tion in that country were among the 
curiosities shown to the Mikado on the 
occasion of his recent visit to the 
Matsu province; but most interesting 
among the incidents of the trip, is the 
fact that the Japanese Envoy was made 
a Roman Senator, as a mark of honour, 
by tho reigning Pope, Wo reprint, as 
8 curiosity, s translation of the deed 
proclaiming this decision, which has 
beon translated by Mr. Aston, of H. 
Legation at’Yeddd. Graced with it, 
end with other sucks of favour, Hashi- 
Kura set out on his return journey, 
still accompanied by Sotelo, who had 
beon nominated Papal Legate in Japan. 
Manila was reached in safety, but 
the troubles which oventually led to 
the masaaores of Christians in both China 
and Japan, had already commenced. 
Sotelo, a Franciscan, was stopped by 
the influence of the Jesuits and com- 
polled to retorn to Mexico, Hnsbikara 
proceeded homeward, but was compelled 
to’ renonnee his now religion on his 
arrival. ° His companion, Sotelo, refus- 
ing to obey the decision of his superiors 
inoMexico, again started with the de- 
termination to reach Japan and assume 
his functions as Legate. Hesucceeded, 
ander the disguise of a merchant, in 
reaching Nagasaki in a Chinese ship; but 
his arrival chanced when the persecution 
of ‘Christians was at its height, and he 
‘wasseized and put to death by the autho- 
eb. The incidents which brought 
about this sudden change of policy 
are ‘hot’ touched upon in the paper 
before ‘ws; bat “we cannot doubt they 











originated with the political intrigues 
of the Roman Missionaries, which led 
to the eventual suppression of Chris- 
tianity both in China and Japan, and 
to the policy of seclusion by which the 
latter country has been since guided 
till very recent years. 





THE RESULT OF CONCESSION. 


‘Tae Chinese annalists tell a story of 
Maoutun, prince of the Hiung-noo, 
B.C. 209, which if not true is at lenst 
characteristic. ‘The Hiung-noo are by 
most learned men believed to have 
been the direct ancestors of the 
Turks of to-day, and certainly exhibited 
many points of resemblance to them. 
At all events Maoutun, ina very Turk- 
like manner, had come to the throne 
by murdering his father, who bad 
songht to set him aside in favonr of a 
younger brother. The Tung-hoo, at 
that time neighboura of the Hiang-noo, 
thought the opportunity good, when 
Muoutun was scarcely established on 
the throne, to make demands of the new 
prince, Their king accordingly sent 
him polite message requesting his 
swiftest charger. Mnoutun’s Ministers 
were indignant at the insult they con- 
ceived offered, but Maoutun was of a 
different opin “Shall I,” he said, 
“for the sake of a horse do an 
un-neighbourly action?” and accord. 
ingly sent the steed. Thinking the 
road for encroachment was now open, 
the king sent a second envoy, this time 
requesting the prince's consort. The 
prince again sought the advice of his 
Ministers, who indignantly counselled 
him that this insult could only be 
avenged by an uppeal to arms, Not so 
thought Maoutun. “Shall J,” he said 
again, “for the sake of a woman be 
guilty of an un-neighbourly action?” 
and sent back his best beloved wife 
with the Envoy. Naturally interpret- 
ing all this complaisance as a sign of 
weakness, and elate at his success, the 
king a third time sent an Embassy. 
‘There lay between the two uations a 
strip of neutral land some 300 miles 
wide; the king of the Tang-hoo wanted 
this, and told his Embassador to i 
form Maontun that he wanted it, as it 
was of no use to the Hiung-noo. Muou- 
tun a third time called together his 
Liinisters. Some of these were now 
for yielding. “This,” they said, # is 
abandoned territory, and it is of 
little consequence whether or not it 
is given up.” Maoutun was however 
of a different opinion. “Land,” replied 
he, “is the foundation of a nation. 
How can it be given up?” Persuaded 
of the pusillauimity of bis Ministers, 
he cut off their heads, raixed an army 
and advanced to attack the Tung-hoo. 
The latter in their contempt for Mnou- 
tan had neglected all precautions, and 
could offer no adequate assistance. 
Maoutun killed their king, led captive 
the people, and carried off all the 
cattle, 

Now we have been reminded 
irresistibly of Maontun’s advisers, by 














the recent speech of Mr. Jobn 
Bright at Birmingham. The Russians 
have succeeded in making » Russian 
Jake of the Caspinn; they were 
allowed to tear up the treaty of 
Paris so far as keeping a fleet in 
the Black Sea was concerned, aud 
they want now to goone step further 
and to get to the Mediterranean, 
Now we are plneed in much the same 
position with regard to the sea, as was 
Maoutun with regard to the land. The 
sea is the foundation of our greatness, 
We do not own the Mediterranean, 
but we have not been accustomed 
to dispute its command with Russia. 
“Why should we give it up?” The old 
Turks told their Sovereign the neutral 
laud was a matter of small moment, 
as John Bright tells the English work. 
men the command of the Mediterranean 
is a matter of little consequence, 
Maoutun knew better, or possibly 
now-a-days England might not be in 
the position sketched by our would-be 
statesman, of keeping the Russians out 
of the Mediterranean by means of 
Turkey at Constautinople. Give the 
Rassians Constantinople, and make the 
Black Sea a Russian lake like the Cas 
pinn. ‘The next step naturally would 
be the Mediterranean. Why should 
England hold Malta aud Gibraltar ? 
Perhaps Mr. Bright might wince at 
this latter question, as India con. 
sumes a fair proportion of cotton goods 
which now pass unmolested through 
the Suez Canal. Granting that Cotton 
alone is king, this last might seem, 
even to him, an unreasonable question 
to ask; but what security is there 
that it would not be asked? Or 
rather is there not every likelihood 
that it would be asked? It is cor- 
tain that, however far we yield, the 
time will come when we can yield no 
longer without national disaster, It 
is scarcely the part of @ sane man to 
hurry on'such a position of affaira that 
even Mr. Jobn Bright might have to 
declare in favour of upholding our 
national interests.
